N compfoꝛt ther vnto, contrary to the treatice of peace betwene both z real⸗ 
— == — Wh and al good amitte x honoz, pet the great loue we beare to the peace 
of fChxiſtendo: ne and to the quiet ofour loninge ſubiectes moued vs rather to imputethe ſame t o his mi⸗ 
. nilters whome he vſed in ſeruice, then vnto him ſelfe, thinking euer by that our pacience to haue induced 
him to beare vs true amitie, and to ble good neighboꝛed to wirds v3, and our Subiectes,foz the which 
reſpect we were not onely contented to beare ſuch! niurpes, as to our ſelfe, had bene by hym done, but al 
fo traueled to be a meane of pacification, betwene Thempetour, and the ſayd king, lending our ambaſla 
doures to Callyesfoz that purpoſe, to our great cqarge, as the woꝛld knoweth, which our trauayle and 


good zeale was not ſo well employed, and taken of him as ok vs ment, koꝛ not long alter that time when 
the deuyll had put in the heddes of Dudley, Ilheton, and others their complices to enter into a new con 


ſpiracy agaynlt vs. The ſayd kynges Fmbaſladour was not onely pꝛyuy thereol, but alſo reteiued them 
into his houſe, there luffering them to aſſemble and contriue their malicious and deneliſh enterpuſe. Ind 
although the ſayd king were aduertiſed thcrofby our Ambaſſadour with him reſident,and allo frend 5 
deſpꝛed not to ſuppozte oꝛ fauour any ſuch doinges. Neuertheles the ſame conſpiracy being afterwardes 
detetted, and ſundꝛy ok thoffendoꝛs confeſſing it by iuſt oꝛder of law executed. Dudley, Aſheton, x others 
flyeng into Fraunce, were both receyued of the king and allo mainteined with annual pencions bp hym 
geuen,contrary to his pꝛomyſe which he made vnto a perſonage ofhonour,ſeut to bim rom vs,gyuings 
theredy a moſt daungerous example, and pernicious vnto al pꝛinces, whoſe eſtate x lyfe cannot be ſues 
yftraytoures map be receiued and ſupported. The like minde towardes vs he declared in rereiuing ſuns 
dꝛy famouſe and notoꝛiouſe pirates enemies ot Chꝛiſtendome, and ſpoilers ok oure ſubiettes, wheme h⸗ 
maintepned with men monp and ſhippes, to exercyſe their piracp, a to declare that no pacience, 0z good 
demeanour ok our part can moue him to beaxe vs good amitie, ot late he ſent Staffoꝛd with other rebels 
whome he had interteyned in that Realme, furnyſhed with armour monp, municion and ſhippes, to fur, 
pꝛiſe our Caſtell ol Star borough, not contented this long time to haue boꝛne with pirates and ſuche 
as haue robbed our marchauntes and other ſubiects by ſeas, and to haue vſed diſhonoꝛable pꝛactiles foz 
the ſurptiſingof Callies, and our pieces on that ſyde, the miniſters whereof hath bene openly knowne g 
the fpyals taken, foꝛ the better mainteining ofwhich vngodly doings and greter anoyaunce ol out real⸗ 
me he hath continuallyſaffered in his countrys, koꝛgers of falſe montes, and counterfeiters of our coine, 
fo2 the which cauſes,and allo foz that he hath W al hoſtiliti: inuaded the lowe countryesto the defence @ 
preſeruation whereof we are bounde by ſpeciall treatye,and conſidering that neither by demaundynge 
redꝛeſſe hereof we canobtcine any,neyther by good meanes whiche we haue hetherto vſed enioye anye 
amitie, oꝛ good neighbozed at his hand, neither by pzompyſe be aſfured of y ſame, we haue thought better 
to haue him knowen and taken fo2 an open enemie of whom we may beware, then vnder the pꝛetenſe ol 
amitie a ſecret wozker againſt vs. and a pꝛiuy enemy, ſuch as we haue hetherto lound hym, to the greate 
daunger ofour perlon, and loſe and damage ol our ſubiccts. And therkoꝛe we giue warning to al our lo⸗ 
uing ſubiects, fromhenceloꝛth to fozbere al traffitque and contracting w anp ol that Realme, and to re⸗ 
pute ſaid French kyng, and his ſubiectes as open enemies annoying them by al ſuche meanes as men 
map, c are wont to do ther enemies. And although he hath vſed wout iuſt cauſe oz denouncing any war, 
to annoy our marchauntes and ſubiectes,yet giue we vnto al his marchauntes a ſubiectes foztye dapes 
ſpace after this pꝛoclamation to depart this out Nealme w ſuche goodes as they haue here and mays 
by our lawes cary awap to þ which effect we ſhal giue them oꝛ any of them our ſale conduct and paſpoꝛte 
pfthey ſhal require it. Geuen at our pallyce of weſtminſter the. vii. o June the third and fozth N
